April Sales Estimated at 360,000; 


Summer Outlook Bright; Truck

Sales cession from the fast pace which obtained 
Firm in April. This is true for both passenger 


cars and commercial vehicles. Production, 
meanwhile, is being held closely in line with demand and 
plants generally report no great progress in reducing the 
number of orders on hand. New car registrations during 
April are expected to reach a total of some 360,000 units 
when all states are reported and commercial car registra- 
tions seem headed for a new all-time high record. Early 
reports would seem to bear out the ADN prediction that 
May will top April in a sales way and June will run a 
very close second to May with a good selling season car- 
. a rying over into July as the result of payment of bonus 
checks to ex-service men during the latter part of June.

Tapering off slightly as it reaches the 

Output crest of the seasonal wave, the production 
Shows Slight of passenger cars and trucks in the United 
Tapering Off States and Canada during the present 
tweek dropped off 1,381 units from the pre- 

vious week’s total. Total output for the week ending 
May 23 is estimated at 115,058 units, which, when com- 
pared to 116,439 units, the revised total for the week 
ended May 16 shows a shrinkage of 1,381. This shrinkage 
is shared pretty equally by every manufacturer on the 
list as factories adjust their outputs to a summer level. 
Production prospects for May are that the original esti- 
mate of 500,000 units for the month will not be fully 
achieved but that the total, when all reports are in, will 
be closer to 487,000 passenger cars and trucks for the 
present month. With dealer stocks in reasonably good 
condition, the plants have now geared their output strict- 
ly to demand although some manufacturers report that 
they are still working against a backlog of unfilled dealer 
orders. From this it might be assumed that the produc- 
tion peak for the present year was reached in April, 
which produced in the neighborhood of 515,000 units, and 
that from now on each week’s output will reflect at a 
slightly decreasing rate the current demand from dealer 
outlets. Buick, which is one of the plants where orders 
are said to be still well ahead of production, is an ex- 
ception to the general rule of reduction, having increased 
its output for the current week by 100 units over the fig- 
ure for the previous week. Oldsmobile and Pontiac are 
still at high levels as are all the factories, independent 
‘and otherwise. The shrinkage in the current output is

Sales ahead with all indications toward slacken- 
Estimate ing appearing more remote each week. 
Boosted Last week’s ADN estimate, based on re- 


turns from only eight states for April, was 
placed at 345,000 to 350,000. Now, with 27 states report- 
ing for the month a total of 147,986 units, last week’s 
estimate would appear a little low. On the basis of these 
27 states, a prediction of nearer 360,000 would seem more 
in line. These same states last year accounted for 131,179 
units. Barring any sectional influences which might af- 
fect sales in the states yet to report, 360,900 units are in- 
dicated at the present time. Should final returns for 
April bear out this estimate, the month would go on rec- 
ord as the best month since August, 1929, which totaled 
376,886 units.

‘Earlier estimates for May placed registra- 
tions of cars and trucks at about 425,000. This estimate, 
based on production schedules and reports of a shortage 
in new cars in many sections of the country, would seem 
to be borne out with the current April figures. June 
looks to be a continuation of April and May trends and 
around about July the industry will see the affects of 
the soldiers’ bonus. Just what affect the bonus will have 
on sales is problematical. Although there will undoubted- 
ly be a great many sales directly attributed to the checks 
which are soon due to be sent out, it is also quite likely 
that many recent sales have been made on the forth- 
coming bonus money. Government officials connected 
with the distribution of the bonus money last week esti- 
mated that 300,000 car sales would result from the cash 
distribution. Assuming that new and used cars would 
both share in this figure and also that quite a number of 
new and used cars have already been bought, either to 
be paid for later or already paid for from pocketbooks 
loosened by the promised cash, there would still be a 
number of anticipated sales left over for the balance 
of the summer. Just how many of these sales will be 
made immediately and how many buyers will hold off 
until the new models is hard to say. The fact remains,

Speeded and the 60,000 April sales estimate made in 


ADN is more assured as the final sales 
figures take form. Reports from 27 states for April place 
registrations at 27,861 units against 20,572 a year ago. 
On this basis, the 60,000 estimate would stand lifting to 
about 63,000. Disregarding undue optimism and taking 
into consideration upsets which may be in line as more 
states report, April should, by all counts, set a new all- 
time high for the truck industry. The previous high of 
57,943 in July, 1929, looks destined to slip into second 
place when this month’s books are closed.

With the payment of soldiers’ bonus 
Used Car checks during the latter half of June it is 
Outlook generally felt that the outlook in the used 
Fair car market is favorable at this time. Very 


little definite data on used car sales trends 
is available but reports from San Francisco, Dallas and 
Washington, D. C., throw some light on April operations. 
In the case of San Francisco, however, April sales may 
have been affected to some extent by taxes. Used car 
sales during the month dropped from 2,412 in March to 
2,214 in April. The average sales price shrunk from 
Meanwhile inventories rose from 2,579 in 
March to 2,694 at the end of April. The average loss per 
car rose to $38 in April against $37 in March but was 
much more favorable than in April, 1935, when the 
average loss per car was placed at $66. The decision of 
the California Supreme Court declaring the recent anti- 
caravaning legislation unconstitutional may further 
complicate the used car market in that state by releasing 
additional used cars on the market that previously had 
been held on the border. Experience by Dallas dealers in 
used cars during April was more favorable than in San 
Francisco. Sales during the month totaled 1,263 units 
and inventories were reduced from 1,190 units at the end 
of March to 1,143 at the end of April. The average sell- 
ing price for used cars increased from $221 in March to 
$237 in April. While actual sales during April were below 
the March total of 1,555 units, inventories were kept 
down and prices were lifted. Washington, D. C., dealers 
report a used car stock equivalent to 32 days’ supply at 
the current sales rate. At the beginning of May these 
dealers had 4,888 units on hand and during April they 
sold 4,545 units. During the month total inventories 
were reduced by 183 units, or 4 per cent. The report 
further shows that 1931 models which account for 17.9 
per cent of the total inventory, constitute the greatest 
activity. Sales of 1931 models in April accounted for 16.9 
per cent of the total. By and large, the stocks seem to be 
pretty well balanced with a minimum of “sticker” on the 
dealers’ floors. Sales during April were up 3.3 per cent 
above March.
